the organization trusted its impeach- 
I ment resolution to a roll call. 
The roll call showed the adopt!oii 
i of the articles by a vote of seventy- 
nine to thirty-two. A committee was 
appointed to acquaint the senate with 
the assembly’s findings at a meeting 
of the senate scheduled for ll o’clock 
this morning. 
It was explained by the majority 
leaders that with the presentation to 
the senate of the articles of impeach­ 
ment 
Sulzer 
would 
automatically 
cease to be governor and Martin H. 
Glynn, lieutenant governor, would as­ 
sume office. Sulzer’s lawyers, how­ 
ever, entertained different views.

Oklahoma City, Aug. 14.—For the 
first time since statehood the state 
board of equalization went the limit 
in the state tax levy today when it 
fixed the rate at 3 1-4 mills for state 
purposes and 1-4 of a mill for school 
purposes. The school levy is always 
the same, regardless of the state levy, 
hut the limit of 3 1-4 mills for state 
purposes was set by the constitution 
and the board, after figuring up the 
appropriations, and making an esti­ 
mate that the state 
would 
receive! 
$908,818 from sources other than tax-; 
ation, decided that it would require 
the limit to produce the revenue to 
be needed. 
The first levy made after statehood 
was I 1-4 mills for state purposes, the 
next year 2 1-2 mills; then I 1-4 mills 
and last year 2 mills. The increase of 
i l l - 4 mills over last year is the most 
[ radical since statehood, ajpd is due 
partly to reduced valuations. In this 
the contention is that no matter what 
the valuation is fixed at, or the rate 
of the levy, it is the amount that must 
be raised to meet expenses that gov­ 
erns in paying taxes, lf the valua­ 
tions are reduced and the expenses 
not, the rate must be raised.

4. I have taken time to examine

New York, Aug. 14.—Born in 
the 
lap of wealth under unusual circum­ 
stances and nurtured like an infant 
prince of royal blood, John Jacob As­ 
tor IV., posthumous son of the late 
Col. John Jacob Astor, one of the no­ 
table victims of the Titanic disaster, 
reached the first milestone of his 
young life, the first anniversary of his 
birth on August 14, 1912. Although 
only just a twelve-month-of-age mil­ 
lionaire baby or baby millionaire has 
already an interesting, in fact, a sen­ 
sational history. 
Circumstances of the most unusual 
character surrounded the coming into 
the world of this child which, not­ 
withstanding its tender youth is the 
owner of a fortune of three million 
dollars, to be held in trust for him 
until he becomes of age. His father 
was Col. John Jacib Astor, one of 
the wealthiest men in this country, 
who left a fortune estimated at near­ 
ly one hundred millions, when he met 
a brave man’s death on the ill-fated 
Titanic. Colonel Astor, son of William 
Astor and cousi nof William Waldorf 
Astor, was married twice. In 1891 he 
married Ava Lowle Willing, by w’hom 
he was divorced in 1909. In the fall of 
1911 it was rumored that Col. John 
Jacob Astor was paying marked at­ 
tention to Madeline, 
the 
beautiful 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Force, of Brooklyn, X. Y, The rumor 
j was soon confirmed, when Col. Astor 
! obtained a marriage license on Sep­ 
tember 9, 1911. at an early hour of 
the morning and quickly drove to 
Newport, R. I., where the marriage 
ceremony was performed at “Beech­ 
wood” Col. Astor’s magnificent sum­ 
mer residence in that fashionable re­ 
sort. Owing to the fact that the di­ 
vorce decree forbade Col Astor to re­ 
man* yin the state of New York and 
the strong public sentiment aroused 
by the announcement of his engage­ 
ment to Miss Force, Col. Astor ex­ 
perienced considerable 
difficulty 
in 
obtaining the services of a minister 
to perform the ceremony. Eventually 
he succeeded, however, and the nup­ 
tial knot was tied by the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph 
Lambert, 
a Congregational 
minister of Providence, R. I. 
Immediately after the ceremony Col 
Astor and his young bride sailed for 
Europe and made an extensive wed­ 
ding trip through the continent and 
to Egypt. They returned to England 
in the early part of the spring of 1912 
and arranged to return to the United 
States on the White Star liner Titanic 
which started from Liverpool on its 
maiden trip to New York, April IO. 
The wreck of the Titanic on its first 
trans-atlantic voyage forms one of the 
most stirring and sensational chap­ 
ters in the history of trans-atlantic 
navigation. Four days out from Liver­ 
pool, after an unventful journey, the 
Titanic crossed the path of the ice­ 
bergs drifting south, east of the New­ 
foundland banks 
and 
on 
Sunday, 
April 14, at about half past ten in the 
evening, in calm and clear weather, 
the gigantic steamship ran, as is be­ 
lieved, against the submerged part of 
a large iceberg, sinking four hours 
later, with about 1,500 
persons 
on 
board. 
Immediate! yafter the collision the 
boats were lowered and the women 
and children placed in them, although 
it was not believed at first that the 
ship would sink. To prevent over­ 
crowding of the lifeboats only enough 
men were permitted in them to row 
and steer them, and, be it said to the 
credit of the men on that ill-fated lin­ 
er, only a few cravens were among 
them who, frightened out of their wits 
pushed themselves to the front and 
sought safety in the boats which were 
intended for the women and children. 
Col. Astor was not one of those crav­ 
ens. Tenderly he placed his young and 
beautiful wife into one of the boats 
and then stepped back to give room 
to women and children, while he re­ 
mained on board, to go down a few 
hours later with the other heroes of 
the Titanic, whose names have since 
then been honored by the whole na­ 
tion. 
The boat, containing, among other 
passengers, Mrs. (Madeleine Force As­ 
tor, was soon picked by the Carpathia 
and the passengers were brought to 
(New York, where Mrs. Astor remain­ 
ed, to await tidings from her hus­ 
band and the birth of the child she 
was then bearing. After a search of 
several weeks the body of Col. Astor 
was picked up near the scene of the 
disaster. On the morning of August 
14, 1912, Mrs. Madeleine Force Astor 
gave birth to a son whd was named 
after his father. It was found that Col 
Astor, previous to his marriage had 
made a will In which he provided a 
legacy of three millions for the child 
that might be born to him, left a trust 
fond o$ five millions to his young wife 
und left the bnlk of his enormous 
fortune to his son from his first mar­ 
riage, young Vincent Astor.
